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included and prohibited, vis. to light a 
Candle, or ſnuff or put out a Candle, to tye | 
or untye a String ; to write any Memoran- 
dum, or even a Quotation from Scripture, 
though it was but two Letters. The Tal- 
mud ſays, Whoever writes two Letters, de- 
ſerves to be puniſhed with Death; or bo- 
ever carries from their Houſe to the Street 
an Handkerchief i in their Pockets, or a Stick 
in their Hands to walk. And many other 
like Superſtitions that the Talmud calls 
weed IMIR principal Work ; beſides 
a great' many other Superſtitions more ri- 
diculous, which they call Y gene- 
rated Work, For Inſtance; 70 put Wine 
into Water is a great Sin, becauſe it is the 
Work of a Dyer to make a Colour: As 
alſo to comb the Head, or to kill a Fly; 
with many other things of the like Import; 
all which the Talmud condemns with a ca- 
pital Puniſhment, and eternal Condemnation. 
O miſerable thing to be lamented, that a 
Man is to be put to Death, and be liable to 
eternal Torments, for killing a Fly on the 
Sabbath Day. In theſe minute idle things, 
my Brethren, you are very ſtrict; but you 
don't ſcruple the Commiſſion of thoſe cry- 
ing Sins that are even againſt the Light of 
Nature, and would make a Heathen bluſh,

O horrible Impiety and 
Mockery of the great God ! Open your Eyes, 
my Brethren, and you will fee how your 
Rabbins or ZN Hahamim do deceive 
you, and carry you from the true and right 
Way to a bad and falſe one. 

Open your Eyes, my Brethren, and you 
will fee and find, that what you call divine 
Traditions are nothing but diabolical Abo- 
minations.

Open your Eyes, and. you will fs that 
God doth not require to be ſerv'd with ſuch. 
human Inventions, but according, to his own 
Precepts ; for all theſo Superſtitions you are 
ſo fond of, they are not the leaſt Prepara- 
tion for you to go to Heaven, but to lead 
you down to Hell.

Open your Eyes, my Brethren, and you

Open your Eyes, read and ſtudy your 
Bible, the pure Word of God, and you will
